Berlin Claims Three 
Shot Down; Nazis 
Renew War On Ships 


BERLIN, (tp) — The official news 
| agency reported today that three of 
nine British airplanes raiding Hel- 
goland Bay had been shot down. 
The news agency said that no Ger- 
man planes were lost.

British airplanes blasted at Ger- 
man North Sea bases today and 
, Nazi aircraft renewed an offensive 
against shipping off the coast of 
England and Scotland. 

Swarms of airplanes went into ac- 
tion over the German naval and air 
bases at Helgoland and the Island 
of Sylt during three British attacks, 
according to messages from Den- 
mark, where it was indicated that 
an important engagement had tak- 
en place. Bombs dropped on Danish 


aircraft batteries drove unidentified 
airplanes from the shores of Hol- 
land. 

The Nazi air raids along the coast 
of the British Isles were renewed 
with the sinking of the 1935 ton 
British steamer Oak Grove, with a 
number of casualties. 

Dispatches censored by the artil- 
lery headquarters in the north in- 
dicated that there had been at least 
}one important battle on which the 
Finns withheld news although they 
again were successful. The recent 
successes of the Finnish army on 
the north central fronts were be- 
lieved to have ended all immediate 
threats of a drive across mid-Fin- 
land by the Red army, but the fi- 
nal outcome of fighting in the stra- 
tegically important Salla sector was 
unknown. 

At Moscow, an official communi- 
que for the first ime admitted that 
Russian troops had retired “a few 
kilometers” in the central Soumus- 
almi sector, where the Finns report- 
ed they had wiped out two Rus- 
sian divisions in the last week. 

Germany apparently is not get- 
ting the expected supplies from the 
Soviet Union—supplies essential] to 
her war machine.

-SPEAKING of propaganda! 

One of America’s big news agen- 
j@les the other day received from a 
| correspondent in Geneva (not the; 
‘agency's regular representative: 
there, but a volunteer, presumably‘ 
German) a 
thrilling ac- 
count of the 
p r eparations 
which the 
story’s author 
says the Swiss 
are making, ap- 
parently with a 
view to an at- 
tack on the 
Reich. 

“Herr Hitler,” 
the tale con- 
tinues, “is in- 
formed of these 
Swiss activities and is taking pre- 
‘cautions. His forces are alert for 
'a Swiss military movement at any 
| hour, resolved to stem it in time, 
lest Swiss aggressiveness find a 
| second in Holland and Belgium.” 
| The yarn's whole intent obvious- 
ly is to give the impression that, 
in the event of hostilities between 
Germany and Switzerland (pos- 
sibly plus the Dutch and the Bel- 
gians), it will be the little present 
neutrals who began it. 

The news agency which received 
the dope naturally didn’t use it, 
but members of its staff did show 
it to a few Washington newspaper- 
men, as a curiosity. 

The idea that tiny Switzerland 
contemplates a blow at the Ger- 
mans is, indeen, funny. The na- 
ivete of the propagandist who 
imagined he could put such stuff 
across to the American press is 
remarkable also. 

The Swiss, Dutch and Belgian 
frontiers are, of course, as well 
defended as the Swiss, Nether- 
landers and Belgians are able to 
defend them, in fear of a German 
violation of their neutrality, but 
the notion that they contemplate a 
jab of their own into the Reich’s 
territory is about as ridiculous as

| the version that Finland provoked 


war with Russia. 
Scandinavia and Russia ? 


By the time these lines can be 
printed maybe the Soviets’ troops 
will have Finland on the run. 

Nevertheless, as they're being 
written, American military men 
are saying that the Muscovites 
@idn’t start off with any such 
walk-over as they (our own army 
experts) had expected. The Finns 
were given plenty of credit for 
ability as first-class scrappers. 


And Russian arms weren't at all | 


highly rated. The individual Rus- 
sian is well thought of as a soldier, 
but his leadership is considerably 
discounted. It hasn't scored well 
against Japan or in the last World 
war. Napoleon was licked, but it 
was the weather that did it: not 
Russian strategy. All the same. 
Russian odds of 60 to 1 against 
Finland looked, to our fighting au- 
thorities, like a hopeless proposi- 
tion for the Finns. 

What neither our military sharks 
or our diplomatists can see is how 
Sweden and Norway can, for very 
long, avoid joining the Finns 
against Russia. 

Denmark is different. The 
Danes’ danger is from Germany's 
direction. They're not directly in 
Russia’s way. Sweden and Nor- 
way are. Comrade Stalin evident- 
ly wants an Atlantic outlet—not 
alone through the Baltic and the 
North sea, but straight overland to 
Atlantic water. Conquest of Fin- 
land won't get him there. To ar- 
rive there, after gobbling Finland, 
he’s got to have northern Sweden 
and Norway. It’s a cinch that 
he’ll begin on them as soon as he 
has the Finns disposed of. They 
might as well start fighting now 
as later—better, in fact, on Fin- 
nish soil rather than their own.
